| WOMAN SUICIDE ON TRACK 


LEAPS'T0 DEATH UNDER 
CENTRAL ENGINE. 


Body $o Caught in Wheels That Sur- 
geon Is Sent for to Amputate Arm 
Before It Can Be Taken Out—Horror 
at Tiirty-first Street Station—Po- 
lice Can Find No Clew to Her Iden- 
tity in Her Clothing—Engineer Tells 
ot the Case. 


An unknown woman threw herself in front 
of a train at.the Thirty-first street station 
of the Illinois Central road last night. She 
was killed instantly, but her body lay be- 


neath the engine for two hours before it | 
could be extricated. By the aid of a sur- 


geon’s knife and the amputation of the left 
arm, which was caught in a wheel, this was 
done at length. Nod clew to the woman's 
identity was found about the clothing, and 
no one saw her until she sprang before the 
wheels of the engine. tare 


Threw Herself on Track. 

The train was bound for Grand Crossing, 
and when it drew into the depot at 8:41 
Engineer Michael Tometg noticed a woman 
standing at the extreme north end of the 


platform. She glanced hurriedly around, 


then threw herself on the tracks. Tometz 
reversed his engine and set the brakes, but 
the train ran over 150 feet before it could be 
stopped. Then it was found that the body 
had become so tangled with the piston rod 
and the wheels that it could not be taken 
out. 

A call for the police and for an ambulance 
was hurriedly issued and both came. Word 
was then sent for an extra train to carry 
the passengers south, but it did not arrive 
until the regular 9 o’clock suburban came 
through. Meanwhile the body lay on the 
tracks, the head and. shoulders under the 
engine, and the limbs between the engine 
and the platform. 


| Amputate Arm to Free Body. 

After a short consultation Lieutenant Sul- 
livan sent for a physician and Dr. L. L. 
Hertel of Thirty-first street and Rhodes ave- 
nue was secured. He amputated the left 
arm at the shoulder and the body was then 
removed and taken to Foelsch's undertaking 
rooms at 261 Thirty-fifth street. 

There it was found that the woman was. 
about 45 years of age, with light brown hair 
and gray eyes. She was dressed in black 
and wore a black veil over a small poke 
bonnet. She had on low-cut shoes 
heavy woolen stockings. In one of her 
pockets was found an unmarked number six 
silver thimble. 

“It was a deliberate suicide,”’ said Engi- 
neer Tometz, ‘‘I saw a woman standing at 


| the north end of the station as I drew in. 


When the light of the head struck her some- 
thing seemed to tell me her purpose. I 
whistled and the sound caused her to start. 
She gazed up and down the platform, then 
looked at the tracks. 

s the train drew near her she simply 
threw herself before it. There was not a 
groan, not a sound, and I believe that she 
died instantaneously. We thought at first 
that we might save her life by using jacks 
on the engine, up that idea.

PUTS THE BLAME ON UNCLE SAM, 


- Though the City ot Chicago is paying 902 


342 this year for bridgetenders, to care for 
forty-eight bridges, the safety of the public 
is threatened every moment because these 
favored employés are not attending to their 
duties, notwithstanding they draw. salaries 
ranging from $3,400 to $1,000 annually. 
Every span across the Chicago River is 
carpeted with ice and beaten snow from one 
to four inches deep. Over this slippery foot- 
way thousands of Chicagoans scurry daily, 
taking their lives in their hands, and run- 
ning chances of slipping, of sliding through 


the railings and into the river, or of getting 


broken necks on the icy approaches to the 
draws. 

In City Hall parlance the word “ bridge- 
tender is a synonym for nothing to do 
but draw salary.“ In the eyes of practical 
politicians, to be one of the city’s bridgetend- 
ers means to hold a soft snap at a snug sal- 
ary. This is the idea the bridgetender lives 
up to. 

In many instances he conducts a saloon 
or a grocery, pays several men to open the 
draw when a vessel threatens to sweep away 
the structure, and has a emu margin 
from his salary. 


Puazle for the Public. 


Given the bridges with their coatings of 
ice and snow, the public is trying these days 
to solve the puzzle or Where is the bridge- 
tender?“ During the hours of daylight yes- 
_ terday the bridges near the mouth of the 
river were turned just four times. 

Even the North Side Traction company, 
better known of recent nights as the Bro- 
ken Cable Distraction company, has not 


been able to face the prevailing conditions. - 


It has men at work on the bridges keeping 
its rights of way clear, but the bridgetenders 
are not affected by this sight. They keep on 
hugging warm fires and drawing salaries, 

Here are the conditions prevailing at sev- 
eral of the bridges: 

Bush Street. 

Footways covered with ice from an inch 
to three inches. Snow drifted about the up- 
rights. The approaches are slopes of ice. 
The bridgetender here conducts a saloon in 
Illinois street; near the pier, while two men, 
whom he pays $140 monthly, open the draw 
when they have to. The bridgetender’s net 
profit monthly is $85. 


State Street. | 
Covering of ice. Draw opened four times 
during the daylight hours. Sloping approach 


from south a mass of ice. Viaduct to the 


north covered with ice, 

James Dohoney is the nominal bridge- 
tender here, but his duties as saloonkeeper 
in Lilinois street and as Demédcratic Commit- 
teeman preclude his personal attention to 
the bridge. He has two helpers, who keep 
warm in a littl shanty at the south end of 
the structure, and who share their quarters 
with neighboring policemen. Four or five 
tons of hard coal are always on the bridge 
ready for use in keeping their berth cozy. 
There they sit and doze while the ice accyu- 
mulates on the footpaths of the bridge. 


) Dearborn Street. 

Ice three inches deep. Snow still heaped 
about the supports. Along the approaches 
the snow is heaped in the gutters. A lone 
man throwing cinders between the street cur 
tracks and claimed to be working for the 
company, who wanted to provide sure foot- 
ing for the horse cars.

DEFENDANT IS ROUSED. 


Lynch’s Aged Mother Declares 
He Is a Good Son; Contra- 
dicts Mrs. McGuirk. 


EVIDENCE IS SENSATIONAL. 


Alexander Sullivan's reputation as a law- 
abiding and law-respecting citizen, prior to 
his indictment on the charge of conspiracy 
on which he is being tried in Judge Smith's 
court, was attacked by his professional! asso- 
Giates’ yesterday afternoon. More than a 
score of lawyers, among whom were some 
of the most prominent members of the bar 
in Chicago, swore that Mr. Sullivan's repu- 
tation was bad. A few qualified their testi- 
mony by making it apply only to his reputa- 
tion at the bar. 

The proceedings formed one of the most 
dramatic scenes within the memory of many 
veteran attorneys. Men with whom Mr. Sul- 
wan has been coming in daily contact for 
years, such as former Governor John P. Alt- 
geld, William Ashcraft, John H. Hamline, 
©. H. Aldrich, William J. Hynes, and Thomas 
. Miichrist, followed each other on the wit- 
ness stand, each with the same answer tothe 
juestion put by Assistant State’s Attorney 
Barnes: 


Swear His Reputation Is Bad. 

“Do you know Alexander Zulllvan's repu- 
tation in the community in which he lives as 
a good, law-abiding, law-respecting citizen 
prior to the date of the indictment returned

Excitement at the Close 

Trading became excited in the last half 
hour of business and blocks of from 1,000 to 
3,000 shares changed hands frequently on 
a rapid rise to An equally rapid reac- 
tion followed to 64%, changes of a point being 
made between sales, but the price bounded 
up to 67%. There was another slump just 
before the close and the sale was at 65%. 

Amalgamated was represented in transac- 
tions of 222.800 out of a total for all stocks 
of 476,000 shares.

Statement by Directors. 

Announcement was made that the divi- 
dend was 1 per cent, compared with 1% de- 
clared in September. The statement given 
out was as follows: | 

“The conditions prevailing in the copper 
trade up to the commencement of the present 
year were satisfactory and, so far as this 
country is concerned, are still so, every cop- 
per wire, brass and electrical manufacturing 
concern being run to its full capacity. A 
large proportion, however, of the copper 
produced in this country has to find a market 
abroad. The unsatisfactory trade condi- 
tions which have existed during the present 
year in Europe, together with the fact that 
the supplies of copper to Europe from 
sources outside this country have increased, 
have jointly caused a falling off in exports of 
about 65,000 tons, 

By adopting the policy of maintaining 
a firm price a large progortion of the loss 
arising from the decrease of exports has 
been borne by the companies, whose shares 
are owned, wholly or in part, by the Amalga- 
mated Copper company. 

“ The officials of these various companies, 
after carefully considering the situation in 
all its phases, decided that it would be better 
for the interests of the company they repre- 
sented to refrain from forcing upon the mar- 
ket more copper than was actually needed, 
as such action would only have led to abnor- 
mally low prices. The selling agents of these 
companies were, therefore, instructed not to 
attempt to force upon the market more than 
was actually needed for consumption, but 
to maintain a firm price. If officials of other 
copper producing companies uad en the 
same view of the situation and maintained 
a firm price there is little doubt that the 
present unsettled conditions of the market 
8 have been in part, if not wholly, ob- 

ated.

Seeretary of the Treasury De- 


elares Need of Reforms 


i Is Urgent. 


ADDRESS IN NEW YORK. 


Says Defects Must Be Remedied: 
“a Wants a Great Central 
Institution. 


ALL SHOULD BE RELATED. 


New York, Dec. 19.—Secretary of the 
Treasury Lyman J. Gage was the guest of 
honor and the principal speaker at the an- 
nual banquet of Group Bight of the New 
York State Bankers’ association, held to- 
night at the Waldorf-Astoria. 

Nearly 500 members of the association and 
their guests were present. George F. Baker, 
President of the First National Bank, acted 
as toastmaster. 

Besides Secretary Gage, the speakers 
were: Ex-Speaker Thomas B. Reed, the 
Rev. Dr. Donald Sage Mackay, ex-Judge 
Henry E. Howland, and Amos Parker Wild- 


er. The toasts to which they responded 
were, ctively: “ Business and Legis- 
lation,“ The Corporate Conscience and 


the Men Who Help to Make It,” “ Lawyers 
and Financiers,” and “ The West and the 
Money Power.“ 

In his address Secretary Gage said, in part: 

“It is a strange anomaly that while in 
nearly every other department of life im- 
provement is the indispensable rule, in the 
great field of banking, finance, and exchangé 
we go on with an indifferent regard to the 
handicap imposed by defective methods and 
dismiss with little consideration suggestions 
which, if adopted, would advance society 
and business affairs in the great economic 
field of industry and exchange. ° 


Defects in Banking System. 


“In my late report to Congress,” Mr. 
Gage continued, I took occasion to call 
attention to the subject of banking and cur- 
rency, to point out what I believed to be 
defects in both, and to suggest some im- 
provements in each, which I believe are 
absolutely necessary in order to put us into 
safe and strong competitive relations with 
those better equiped than we are. 

In the report referred to, attention was 
called to what I consider the fundamental 
weakness of our banking system in the 
United States. There was explained the 
function that the bank performs as an inter- 
mediary, through which credit is made avail- 
able to the uses of production and industry, 
and thus given a power scarcely less great 
than the power of capital itself. 

Quote Credit, Not Money. 

In passing this point, let me repeat a 
suggestion made a day or two since. by a 
man who said the nomenclature of the 
street ought to changed. We read all 
the time,’ he said, of the rates for money. 
Today money is quoted at 2 per cent, tomor- 
row 3, and next day 6. to be followed per- 
haps by a rate as high as 10 or 12, and peo- 
ple become alarmed about the scarcity of 
money as indicated by these high rates when 
substantially there has been no change in 
the volume of money, either in the hands of 
the people or remaining under the control of 
the banks. What ought to be quoted is not 
money, but credit. | 


Isolation Our Chief Danger. 

“The weakness of our banking system is 
in the isolation and entire separateness of 
the individual banks over the country. I 
have ventured to suggest a system of coali- 
tion between individual members of the 
banking community through the country 
into one central institution, with conven- 
lent branches in the larger cities, in which 
all banks should be related or interested ac- 
cording to their individual relative impor- 
tance, and which, in a certain sense, should 
represent to the banking interests of the 
country what the federal government rep- 
resents in our political system. 

“Great prejudice exists, I know. against 
the aggregation of great wealth in the hands 
of a few men. Happily, it is the law of na- 
ture that larger gains and better advan- 
tages can be secured to aggregated wealth 
by serving faithfully the common interests 
than by exploiting the community through 
a system of theft and robbery.” 

The Secretary urged that there be a reform 
of the currency system of the nation along 
the lines outlined in his report to Congress, 
and declared that no time was more favor- 
able than the present for the judicious re- 
vision of the laws. . 

Ex-Speaker Reed’s Address. 

_Ex-Speaker Thomas B. Reed followed Mr. 
Gage. He said tn part: 

“All the dissatisfaction with our present 
currency system seems to be in the West 
and South. The people down there have all 
‘about them the great natural resources as 
capable of producing wealth as those in the 
East. What they want is the means to de- 
velop those resources. 

“The trouble with them has been they 
thought they wanted currency when they 
really wanted capital. For this reason I be- 
Heve in a mixed currency. 

„We must remember that a currency 
founded on government bonds has received 
the sanction of forty years of stump speak- 
ing, of which I have done my share. The 
people have been taught that there was 
something sacred about this kind of cur- 
rency. But government bonds are slipping 
away, and the government is becoming a 
beggar, and something must be done. We 
must look to the future as well as to the 


t. 
Pens volce of the people after they have 
made up their minds is the voice of God. I 
want to say to you that in the great problems 
that face this nation today we shall be for- 
tunate if we get cold, dispassionate

Decision from Supreme Bench Sustains 


Organization Which Does Not Re- 
quire Orthodox Protestant Belief 
as a. Membership Qualification— 
Case Pending for Several Yeare—In- 
ternational Committee of . W. C. 
A. New Seeking a New Title. 


The Young Women’s Christian Association 
will remain an independent liberal organiza- 
tion in its religious principles. Its name 
cannot be used by associations requiring 
belief in the orthodox Protestant creed. 
This is the result of a Supreme Court de- 
cision rendered at Springfield on Wednesday. 

The legal status is that a permanent in- 
junction will be issued restraining the In- 
ternational Committee of Young Women's 
Christian Associations from using that name 


or any other which would lead the public 


to believe them affiliated or in any Way con- 
nected. The Young Women's Christian As- 
sociation is the organization which conducts 
the home at 288 Michigan avenue. The 
International Committee of the T. W. C. A. 
is the name adopted by a branch which sep- 
arated from the conference to which the 
former belonged in 1886. 

Creed Is No Barrier. 5 
The Young Women’s Christian Associa- 
tion requires nothing more of those engaged 
in ite work than that they be of good Chris- 
tlan character. The Universalists and 
Unitariane have both been represented on 
the board. The International committee 
was composed of those who thought relig- 
fous lines should be drawn more closely. 
They thought only such persons as were 
members of evangelical churches should be 
allowed to become active voting members. 
They ‘defined evangelical churches in this 


way: 
“Churches which, maintaining the holy 
scriptures to be the only infallible rule of 
faith and practice, do believe in the Lord 
Jesus Christ, the only begotten son of the 
Father, King of Kings and Lord of Lords, 
in whom dwelleth the fullness of the .god- 
head bodily and who was made sin for us, 
though knowing no sin, bearing our sins 
in his own body on the tree, as the only name 
under heaven given among men whereby 
we “or be saved from everlasting punish- 
men 
Cites Confusion in Names. 

The points made in the Supreme Court de- 
cision are these: That the Internationa) 
Committee of Yoyng Women’s Christian 
Associations assumed a name in withdraw- 
ing from the general conference of the asso- 
clations calculated to make the public be- 
lieve that it represented the old organiza- 
tion; that this organization has received 
contributions and mall intended for the old 
organization; that the committee had chosen 
its name with the apparent intent and pur- 
pose of making use of the reputation of the 
Young Women’s Christian Association; and 
that the two names would always be con- 
fusing without explicit Investigation. 

The fight on the religious principles in- 
volved began some time before the case 
came into the courts. At the annual con- 
ferences of Young Women’s Christian Asso- 
clations the question whether or not the 
„ ey test should be applied as a 
condition for membership caused heated de- 
bates. The conferences voted against it, and 


was formed.

The Superior Court decided against the 
Young Women’s Christian Association, the 
Appellate Court reversed the decision, and 
the Supreme Court has now upheld this de- 
cision, 

The petition of the T. W. C. A. was for 
a permanent injunction against the use of its 
name or a name so similar as to be mis- 
taken for it. It will now be granted. The 
directors of the International Committee of 
the F. W. C. A. are looking for a new name.

CANAL BILL SPECIAL ORDER. 


Measure to Be Taken Up on Tuesday, 


Jan. 7, and Consideration Continued 
Until It Is Finished. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 19.—Before the 


| House adjourned today over the holiday re- 


cess a special order was made for the con- 


| sideration of the Nicaragua Canal bill, be- 


ginning on Tuesday, Jan. 7, and to continue 
until the bill is disposed of, the order not, 
however, to interfere with revenue or appro- 
priation bills. The session of the House was 
brief, the major portion of the time being 
occupied by Mr. De Armond of Missouri in 
making a personal explanation regarding re- 
ports circulated in his district concerning his 
course in the matter of the extension of the 
rural free delivery. 

Representative Hepburn of Iowa, chair- 
man of the House Committee on Commerce, 
today made the report in favor of the Nica- 
ragua canal bill. The report says in part: 
The purpose of the bill is to concentrate 
authority and responsibility for the. con- 
struction of this great work in the hands of 
the President.“ 

The report refers to the “ exhaustive re- 
port made by the isthmian commission, of 
which Admiral Walker is the head, in which 
every feature of this enterprise is fully and at 
length discussed,“ and adds, no doubt is 
expressed by the commission as to the prac- 
ticability of the enterprise. All of the great 
political parties are committed to the policy. 
of the construction of this canal.“ 

The report then quotes the declaration of 
the various party platforms and Presidents 
McKinley and Roosevelt favoring the canal.

If DIG IN MOLTEN IRON 


EXPLOSION IN PITTSBURG RE- 
SEMBLES VOLCANO IN ACTION. 


| ‘Men at Work on Top of a Great Blast 


Furnace, 120 feet from the Ground, 
Are Overwheimed by Tons of Melt- 
ed Metal, Slag, Cinders, and Burning 


Coke—Escape Is Shut Off and All But | 


Four Are Burned to Death—Stories 
of the Eye Witnesses. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Dec. 19.—[{Special.]—Ten 
men were burned to death, two injured so 
badly that they are not expected to live, and 
two others dangerously hurt by an explosion 
of gas in the Soho blast furnace of Jones & 
Laughlin, near Brady street, at 6:20 o'clock 
this morning. 7 

The men were at work at the top ot the 
furnace over 120 feet from the ground. 
They were employed as fillers, and were just 

ting ready to quit work, being members of 
the night crew, when the gas, which accum- 
ulated in the furnace, exploded and tons of 
molten metal, cinders, and slag were thrown 
over the unfortunate men. ; 

The men made a rush for the elevator, but 
it had gone down, and there was no escape. 
To jump meant death, and to remain on the 
platform was just as certain doom. A few 
minutes later their dead bodies dropped to 
the roof of the mill, elghty-five feet below, 
every broken. 


Like a Volcano in Action. 

Eye-witnesses say that when the ex- 
plosion took place there was one great report 
and the early morning sky was an instant 
later illuminated with a great sheet of fame, 
showing the men on top of the furnace run- 
ning about, gesticulating wildly. 

The flames and hot metal looked like a 
volcano in action. | i 

Five of the men were blown off the top of 
the furnace, and these are the ones that are 
still living. The others hung on to the 
railing, some on the outside, others on the 
inside, until their clothing was burned off. 
Two of the victims, hanging on the out- 
side, clung to the railing until their fingers 
were burned off. They then fell to the roof 
of the mill. Seven of the victims were found 
dead on the platform of the cupola. 

The bodies of two of the victims were found 
in the stock yard of the plant, 250 yards from 
the furnace. They were badly burned, but 
had they not been they would have been 
killed by being thrown so great a distance 
with such force. | 

All of the men at work on the top of the 
furnace were Slavs and Poles. Ordinarily 
only three men work on top of the furnace, 
but this morning about 6:15 o’clock one of 
the heavy iron wagons used in taking up the 
ore to the top of the furmace got stuck on the 
top of the structure, and the three men sent 
for assistance. A few men went up, but they 
could not move the wagon, and more went 
up until the number reached fourteen. It 
was while they were trying to get the wagon 
released that the fatal explosion took place. 


Panic Follows Explosion. 

When the exploSion occurred the men in 
the plant became panic stricken and almost 
every employé of the place left his work 
and rushed to the street. Only a few re- 
ported back for duty by 9 o’clock. The men 
thought the entire plant was doomed and in 
their excitement thought of nothing but self - 
preservation. ! 

As soon as the smoke had died away the 
company's surgeon, Dr. J. W. McKennan, 
and three nearby physicians were sum- 
moned and they attended the injured. The 
living victime were carried to one of the 
offices and hurried to the Mercy Hospital as 


goon as ambulances arrived. 


The people residing about the furnace and 
for blocks on either side rushed from their 
homes, and a few minutes after the report 
had sounded throughout Soho thousands of 
people gathered about the furnace. 


Pedestrians Have Close Call. 

Hundreds of pedestrians on Second avenue 
had narrow escapes from instant death 
when the explosion occurred. Tons of ore, 
coke, and hot cinders, and some pieces of 
iron ‘weighing almost three pounds rained 
down on Second avenue, and many had to 
run into houses and stores for protection. 
A street car was passing just at the time 
the gas let go. The burning coke and other 
material, falling on the car, which had twen- 
ty-flve passengers aboard, caused a panic, 
and many jumped off. More would have fol- 
lowed had not the conductor prevented. 
None of the passengers was injured. 

Over two tons of the débris fell on Second 
avenue, and a force of fifty men was put to 
work to clean it off the tracks. . Traffic was 
blocked for half an hour. 


OVERCROWDING AT DUNNING 
STILL PUZZLES COMMITTEE. 


Plan to Use Part of Consumptive Hos- 
pital Is Abandoned—Quarantine De- 
clared in Supposed Chickenpox Cases 


Members of the specal committee of citi- 
zens and County Commissioners appointed 
to inaugurate reforms at the county institu- 
tions at Dunning met yesterday and planned 
for temporary changes expected to relieve 
the overcrowding. The inmates at the poor- 
house are increasing from eighteen to 
twenty-five daily with the present cold 
weather. Within six weeks 300 additional 
persons have been received there, the total 
number of inmates now being more than 
1,400. 

The committee rejected its plans to make 
use of a portion of the consumptive hospital 
as quarters of insane patients. Instead the 
amusement hall will be turned into a dormi- 
tory and 150 insane women quartered there. 
A vacant ward in the poorhouse and the old 
dining-room of the institution are to be 
turned into sleeping quarters for eighty in- 
sane men. . 

Drs. Frank Billings and H. T. Patrick 
President Hanberg of the County board were 
appointed to prepare plans for the entire re- 
organization of the administrative, medical, 
and nursing departments of the institutions. 
Dr. Patrick, E. P. Bicknell, and Mss Julia 
Lathrop were authorized to investigate the 
need of new buildngs and the methods of 
construction expected to best serve this 
need. :

Military Governor Says Na- 
tives Have Masterful Power 
of Dissimulation. 


ONE NATION OF TRAITORS 


Islanders Have Only Rudiment- 
ary Conception of Rights 
| and Duties. 


PRIEST AIDS IN MURDER 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 19.— [Special. 
General Chaffee denounced the entire 
Filipino people as traitors in reviewing & 
number of court-martial cases involving 
the death sentence upon several 
He said: 

History affords no parallel of a whole 
people thus practically turning war 
traltors, says General Chaffee, “ and in the 
genius of no other people was ever found 
such masterful powers of secrecy and dis- 
simulation, but it is needless to say that no 
powerful state was ever erected, or ever 
can be erected, upon such immoral and un- 
enlightened foundations.”’ 

The case which brought forth this com- 
ment from General Chaffee was one wherein 
‘seven natives were tried jointly on a charge 
of murder. The accused were soldiers in the 
insurgent army, and after defeat by the 
American army in the field abandoned even 
the show of open opposition, such as the 
half-uniformed guerrilla bands make, and 


Luzon, a place protected by an American 
garrison. 


Traitors Pretend Friendship. 
Then, following the proclaimed policy of 
the insurgent chiefs, they proceeded to or 
ganize secretly a bolo band. When authori-+- 
zation had been given to establish civil gov- 
ernment the band came forward under the 
leadership of a resident padre and were elect- 
ed municipal officers of Tay“Tay. 

Then ensued a remarkable attempt to serve 
two masters. In all lawful matters they 
served with due appearance of loyalty the 
American government, while. at the same 
time they labored secretly and diligently in 
the interests of the insurrection. 

This dual form of government, says Gen- 
eral Chaffee, existed everywhere, in strongly 
garrisoned cities like Manila as well as the 
smallest barrio. - 

The municipal officers of Tay Tay nexten- 
tered upon a series of murders and continued 
their deadiy work until the growing number 
of mysterious disappearances led to the dis- 
covery of the perpetrators by the American 
autborities. 

„One undeniable truth,” General 
Chaffee, “ stands out in this case, adit hun 
dreds of like cases of murder, that the aver- 
age native of these islands has not more than 
the merest rudimentary conception df his 
individual rights and duties as a man; and 
no one knows this so weil as the wily chiefs 
who use him for their nefarious purposes. 


Seven Sentenced to Hang. 


Six of the seven natives were sentenced to 
be hanged, but General Chaffee commuted 
the sentence of three of them to imprison- 
ment at hard labor for life. . 

The seventh native, Leonordo de Posoy, @ 
regularly ordained priest, asked for and was 
granted a separate trial. When Tay Tay 
was given a permanent garrison of American 
troops De Posoy cultivated the good will of 


them in keeping peace. 18

NEWS FROM INSURANCE FIELDS. 


Agitation Over Car Barn Loss Results 
in Guarantee of Ten Per Cent Loss 
Limit on Rolling Stock Total. 


ne agitation started vy the oompanles

This probably will stop cancellations, as the 
original figures given were estimates, not 
guarantees.

Sixty-six 
companies have withdrawn from Kansas 
City in the last eighteen months, more than 
half of the companies represented there.

Others probably 
will retire on Mr. Lockett’s report. In the 
last ten years the companies have lost §2,-

The Plate Glass Trust. 


Davenport, Ia., Dec. 17. [Editor of The Trib- 
une. II read your editorial upon the subject of 
the plate glass trust in this morning's issue with 
great approval, as this happens to be a trust 
with which I have had practical experience, and, 
although its actions have, I believe, been more 
outrageous than that of any other of the so-called 
trusts or combinations, I have never seen before 
any notice of its operations. Your statement that 
this trust raised the prices of plate glass 150 
per cent falls far short of the truth, however. 
What in reality happened was that the price was 
changed from about 90 per cent off the list to about 
70 per cent off the list, which amounted, as you will 
readily see, to a raise of 300 per cent. This was 
done in an exceedingly short period, considerably 
less than a year, by successive raises, and followed 
the burning down of one of the principal rival 
glass factories. While the 5 price is not quite as 
high as it was when at the highest, still this is only 
a slight concession following the decreased de- 
mand.

BLOW AT HORSESHOERS’ 
BOARD PLEASES UNION MEN. 


Law Is Declared Im | 
Made Arbitration Statute Accom- 
plishes Nothing in Present Hands. 


The decision of the Supreme Court in the 


- Case of Edward Bessette declaring the law 


creating a Board of Examiners of Horse- 
shoers unconstitutional was commended by 
labor leaders generally, some even going so 
far as to hope that the State Board of Arbi- 
tration and the Commissioners of Labor 
would follow it into oblivion. 

The law never was practical,“ said John 
Fitzpatrick, *‘ and no attention was paid it 
by experienced men in the business. The 
idea of paying five members of this board $5 
a day for examining horseshoers by asking 
them a few questions always has struck us 
as ludicrous.” 


The intention of the law in establishing 


these boards may have been right,” said D. 
W. Roderick of the machinists, but they 
have been permitted to run down until they 
are considered simply political plums to 
be shaken down for some leader who would 
like to have his name on the State pay roll.“ 


Every Effort Futile. 

I the arbitration law is enforced,” said 
Business Agent E. A. Jackson of the line- 
men, *“‘ workmen may have reason to think 
they have a good measure on the statute 
books. Every effort, however, to have the 
law enforced has proven futile, and there 
probably never will come a time when a 
better opportunity will be afforded for the 
testing of the law than that which now ex- 
ists during the telephone strike.“ 

The State Board of Arbitration never 
has done anything.“ said C. N. Rau, chair- 
man of the Board of Business Agents. 
Whenever it has been called in it has 
failed to do anything. We finally have come 
to ignore the board and to endeavor to bring 
about settlements in case of strikes without 
its assistance.“ 

Members of the Board of Arbitration draw 
$1,500 each annually. 


‘ To End Machinists’ Troubles. 

Stronger efforts are being made to adjust 
the differences between the Allis-Chalmers 
company and the International Association 
of Machinists than at any time since the 
strike began seven months ago. The pros- 
pect of peace is declared to be highly 
favorable.

Coroner’s jury yesterday in the case of Hi- 
ram Bigelow, the Ashland Building attorney 
who was found dead in his apartments in the 
Vincennes Building. Evidence tended to 
show that chloroform had been self-admin- 
istered to overcome insomnia. 

Dr. Frank Bigelow, a cousin of the attor- 
ney, told the Coroner’s jury that his relative 
often took chloroform to induce sleep, al- 
though warned of the danger.

HARDING ON WITNESS STAND. 


Asserts He Is Not a Resident of Chicago 
and Does Not Own House in In- 
diana Avenue. 


F. Harding, according to his own 
sworn statement, is not a resident of Chi- 
cago. He emphatically denied his residence 
here in Judge Clifford’s court yesterday 
afternoon. It was during the second day’s 
hearing of the contempt case, growing out 
of the alimony allowances granted by the 
courts to his wife, Adelaide Harding, which 
it is charged Mr. Harding has neglected to 
pay in full. 

Mr. Harding admitted on the witness stand 
that he has spent most of his time here dur- 
ing the last twelve years, but said he ‘still 
retained his residence in San Diego, Cal. 
He denied that he owned the Harding home 
at 2586 Indiana avenue or any of the fur- 
niture in it. He declared that the property 
belonged to his son, Abner C. Harding, and 
that while he had not announced his inten- 
tion of closing the house, he had given cer- 
tain occupants of it to understand that he 
preferred to live alone when he was in the 
city, and that his son, George F. Harding 
Jr., would occupy the premises in his ab- 
sence, 

This action, it was said by members of the 
Harding family who took sides with their 
mother when the estrangement occurred, 
was taken to compel the daughter, Miss 
Beatrice Harding, who has lived with her 
father for several years, to seek a residence 


elsewhere.

Mrs. Harding, gave evidence to show that 
Mr. Harding had offered to pay all the claims 
of his wife if she would join him in sales 
and mortgages of real estate, which could 
not be made without her consent. She re- 
fused, unless he would state in the instru- 
ment that he was a resident of Chicago and 
that she was his wife. He declined at all 
times to do this. 

Victor M. Harding said afterward: “‘ When 
my father and mother separated, Beatrice 
was the only girl who staid with my father.

POOR BUT PROFITABLE SERVICE. 
For the third time within a week the 
North Side cable lines were disabled on 
Wednesday night and passengers who had 
paid their fares had again to dismount and 
walk, while would-be passengers were left 
to such shift as they might be able to make. 
The three interruptions lasted for a total 
of about ten hours. The Cottage Grove 
avenue cable was also disabled on Sunday, 
the Madison street cable was similarly af- | 
fected on Thursday night, and on the same 
evening, during the so-called rush sen- 
gon, a passenger on the South Halsted 
street cable line was over an hour in getting 
from the loop to Twelfth street. 
This is only a partial indication of the 
delays and breakdowns—to say nothing of 
the unspeakable overcrowding—which char- 
acterize the car service of the city. And yet 
what does the calm, the undisturbed Pres- 
ident of the Union Traction company say 
when asked whether, irrespective of the 
Mayor’s position, he onght not to bestir him- 
self to bring about better conditions? He 
replies, according to an interview in Tus 
Trisune: We are asking nothing. We 
are not ina hurry. They say the franchises 
run to 1958, you know.” | 
Why are traction managers so tranguil 
and complacent while the Chicago public 
suffers? Because the belated and deliber- 
ately undersupplied service which they have 
the effrontery to continue is, despite occa- 
sional breakdowns in an antiquated sys- 
tem, immensely profitable. The passengers 
turned into the street before they have had 
the rides they have paid for do not have 
their fares refunded, and the fare of every 
strapholder is practically so much clear 
gain above the legitimate earning capacity 
of the car—a fact for which no remedy 
probably ever will be so effective as @ com- 
pulsory reduction of fares for passengers un- 
willingly deprived of seats. 
There certainly is education in these ex- 
periences in zero weather, when walking is 
not agreeable, but it is not of the sort which 
will encourage Chicago to give extended 
car grants in future, or to trust beguiling | 
promises by traction representatives. Res- 
ervation of complete control over situ- 
ation by the public is the great taught 
by these exasperating events. 


CIVIL SERVICE SCHOOL PRIZES. 
The movement for a State civil service 
law is receiving reinforcement from a new 
quarter. At its recent annual meeting at 
Decatur the Lllinois Federation of Wom- 
en’s Olubs passed a resolution urging the 
application of “an effective merit law to 
all departments of the public service” of 
the State. The Civil Service committee 
of that federation has now offered three 
prizes of $25, $15, and $10, respectively, for 
the best three essays by seniors in the high 
schools of the State on The Civil Service 
and Why It Should Be Non-Political.” 
These essays are to comprise between 
1,000 and 1,500 words and must be sub- 
mitted before June 1 to the Committee of 
Award, consisting of President Draper or 
the University of Illinois, Mrs. Ella F. 
Young of the University of Chicago, and 
Colonel H. H. C. Miller, long connected 
with the civil service system of Evanston. 
The prize efforts will become the property 
of the federation committee and will be 
published. This committee, of which Miss 
Julia Lathrop is chairman, asks local wom- 
en’s clubs to bring the matter to the at- 
tention of high school principals, and offers 
to facilitate competitors in securing litera- 
ture. | | j 
This enterprise reflects a marked and 
growing interest among the women’s clubs: 
—and also the Farmers’ Institutes—of the 
State in the cause of civil service, and 
deserves cordial reception by the heads of 
high schools. It will afford not a few pupils 
the boon of a practical and live subject 
for essay writing, and it will also spread 
interest and information about the civil 
service question where it will do good. The 
plan bodes well as an aid toward the passage 
of a State civil service law by the next 
Legislature, |

VIRGINIA'S PROPOSED TERCENTENARY. 
The Governor of Virginia in his recent 
message recommends that a great exposi- 
tion be held im that State in 1907 to com- 
memorate the three hundredth anniversary 
of the founding of the James River colony 
and that the preparations begin at once. 
He urges the Legislature to avoid “ the 
rocks and shoals that have been disastrous 
to other exhibitions, and pronounces 
against extravagance in grounds and build- 
ings. He says, “ All expositions have been 
more or less alike and the public has seen 
enough of gorgeous displays. What we 
want is a practical presentation of what 
we want the world to see.” 7 

This is good common sense counsel, and 
if it is followed it will save the people 
of Virginia from large financial loss, as 
well as waste of time and labor. Even 
where the outlay in buildings and grounds 
was no larger than at New Orleans and 
Atlanta the losses were heavy, and they 
probably will be at Charleston, as they were 
at Buffalo. If the Governor's advice 1s 
heeded the losses will at least be minimized, 


to pay. If, however, the loss is small, the 
advertising benefit will offset that. 

And what is to be gained by throwing 
away money on buildings and grounds? 
One exposition always suggests another 
and provokes comparison. In artistic 
beauty and natural effects as well as in 
architectural details Chicago set a stand- 
ard so high that there is no danger of its 
being surpassed for a long time to come, 
while in the effect of illumination it is use- 
less to expect to surpass Buffalo, It is 
much wiser, therefore, as the Governor of 
Virginia suggests, to make a practical 
presentation of what Virginians wish the 
world to see than to attempt “a gorgeous 
display which can only suffer in com- 
parison with previous ones. E 
Virginia has much to offer which is of 
interest as illustrating American history. 
In its way its tercentenary will be quite 
as suggestive as the discovery of America 
celebrated at Chicago, and the Centennial 
of the Declaration of Independence at 
Philadelphia, and still more so than the 
first exportation of cotton celebrated at 
New Orleans seventeen years ago or the 
Louisiana Purchase which St. Louis will 
commemorate two years hence. 


THE GREAT PEACE COMMITTEE. 

The “Industrial department” of the 
National Civic federation has adjourned 
till the last week in January. This de- 
partment” is really a committee. It con- 
sists of thirty-six members, who represent 
labor, capital, and the genera! public. Its 
object is the establishment of mutually 
beneficial relations between the laborer and 
the capitalist, the discussion of difficulties, 
and the avoidance of strikes and lockouts. 
Perhaps it is not quite right fo say that 
this is the object of the committee. It is 
rather its ideal, and toward this ideal it 
is its object to work. 
The personnel of the committee is re- 
markable. It includes men of the highest 
attaiaments and prominence. The names 
of Mark Hanna, Samuel Gompers, Oscar 
Strauss, and Charles Francis Adams, Arch- 
bishop Ireland and Bishop Potter, and 
Henry White indicate its representative 
character. And it is in just this point that 
its future Influence is to be found. When 
any question arises to perplex the indus- 
trial world, an opinion expressed by such 
a group of men will have an influence in 
directing public sentiment that will not be 
neglected by either of the contending par- 
ties. The moral effect of the opinion will 
undoubtedly be exceedingly great. But in 
ordér to secure thie moral effect it will be 
necessary not only to maintain the com- 
mittee at ite present high level of personal 
and intellectual worth but to approach every 
subject with the most convincing evidences 
of caution and impartiality. One wroug 
step will go far to wreck the whole project. 
If the committee loses its prestige its work 
is done. 

It is to be hoped, therefore, that in all 
matters the committee will proceed with 
a sense of the delicate nature of its func- 
tions. Its contribution toward the recon- 
ciliation of labor and capital may be greut 
and notable. Mr. Franklin MacVeagh says, 
“I do not believe for a minute that this 
committee will abolish strikes.“ No mem- 
ber of it is sanguine enough to believe that 
it will. But the committee which has been 
appointed can, by the exercise of unim- 
peachable impartiality and unerring tact, 
prevent many strikes which would other- 
wise occur, The prevention of one labor 
conflict like that in the steel industry last 
year will secure public gratitude for the 
men who do so good a work. hts: 

There is reason to believe that this peace 
conference which labor and capital have 
been holding at New York will be more 
fruitful of results than that international 
peace conference held at The Hague. 


FREE SPEECH IN ENGLAND. 
After centuries of struggle for individ- 
ual liberty the British people claim to be 
practically the freest and most democratic 
nation in the world. Yet British visitors 
to this country have repeatedly testified that 
under the stress of recent war feeling free 
speech, the chief badge of personal free- 
dom and the distinctive expedient of de- 
mocracy, has been effectually interrupted. 
To any one familiar with the aggressive, 
omnipresent, and unrestricted agitation of 
social questions which has characterized 
Great Britain during the last two decades, 
it is difficult to accept such testimony. The 
occurrence, however, at Birmingham, Eng- 
land, on Wednesday night certainly en- 
forces its truth.

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T is officially estimated in London that 
King Edward's personal and private ex- 
penses in connection with the coronation 
will amount to half a million of dollars, 

and negotiations are already in progress

King’s visit in India for the purpose of 
enabling him to make presents to the vari- 
ous Princes and vassal rulers of India, these

The $500,000 which the King needs for per- 
sonal expenses in connection with his cor- 
onation will be spent to a great extent in a

as to the members of the foreign embassies 
delegated to attend his coronation. There 
will also be the expenses in connection with 
the housing and entertaining of the royal 
guests and their attendants. In fact, so

subject of a special grant by Parliament. 


The entire expenses of the coronation, both | 


to the crown and to the national treasury, | 
will be immenge. And yet they should not 
be condemned as a useless extravagance, 
since the money goes to promote trade and 
industry, and incidentally the welfare of the 
working classes. Royal extravagance of 
this kind is far more beneficial from a pop- 
ular point of view than the royal hoarding of 
wealth, and, inasmuch as in England the 
taxes weigh far more heavily upon the rich 
than upon the poor—every one with an in- 
come of less than 3800 a year being exempt 
from the so onerous income tax—there should

But the idea of desecrating the holy Is- 
land of lona by means of opening up quar- 
ries has proved sufficient to arouse a cry of 
fierce indignation throughout the length and 
breadth of Scotland and even in Engiand. 
In fact, Scots all the world over are out- 
raged by the notion of steam cranes and dy- 
namite blasting. disturbing the peace of 
what for thirteen centuries has been regard- 
ed as the holiest spot on ali the British Isles. 


And now the Duke of Argyll and his 
royal consort, a sister of King Edward, are 
called upon to decide whether they will yield 
to popular feeling, respect the pious preju- 
dices of the Scottish people, and remain poor 
and in actually straitened circumstances, or 
whether, turning a deaf ear to public clamor, 
they will take advantage of the source of 
great wealth which lies within their reach 
and open up valuable d all over the 
holy Island of Iona. 

If they decide upon the latter alternative 
they will certainly incur the fierce anger of 
all the lower classes of Scotch peasantry, 
who are extremely superstitious and who, 
firmly believe in the old legend, according 
to which Iona alone shall be saved during 
the next deluge, the legend being contained 
in the following lines: 

** Seven years before the end of the world 
A deluge shall drown the nations; 

The sea at one tide shail cover Ireland 

And the green-headed Islay, but Columba's 


Isle 
Shall swim above the flood.“ 


The King himself may have a word to say 
in thie matter, as the popularity of the royal 
family is quite likely to be affected by any 
desecration of Iona, in which Princess Louise 
has a part, and owing to the fact that the 
Duke and Duchess are childless and no 
longer young they may determine to refrain 
from working the quarries on the island. 
By far the most fair way out of the difficulty 
would be for the Scotch to get up a sort of 
national subscription for the purchase of the 
island from the Duke of Argyll, and then to 
convert it into a national garden, secure in 
perpetuity from the pick of the duarryman. 

In the many sketches of the new German 
Ambassador in London I have seen no men- 
tion made of the rather remarkable fact that 
Count Metternich has in his veins some of 
the blood of the St. Johns; Viscounts of 
Bolingbroke. It may be remembered that 
the brilliant Bolingbroke, the “Alcibiades 
of his time, was the founder, so to speak, 
of the imperialist school in English politics. 
The Count has likewise in his veins the blood 
of that royal house of Este to which the 
origin of the English reigning dynasty goes 
back for something like a thousand years. 

Count Metternich, although only distantly 
related to the famous Princesa, Pauline Met- 
ternich, who is still the leader of society at 
Vienna, nevertheless belongs to the same 
family, a family which in the days of the 
holy Roman Empire repeatedly occupied as 
sovereign, Archbishops, and as Prince Elec-

The contents of this latest volume sustain 
the fine reputation of their author. They 
cover Mr. Birrell’s work on ‘the platform 
and in the reviews and magazines, and they 
range from a discussion of The Christian 
Evidences" and What, Then, Did Happen 
at the Reformation?” to addresses on 
Froude, Browning, John Wesley, and 
Taste in Books,’ The House of Com- 
mons, Sir Robert Peel,” Walter Bage- 
hot,” and The Ideal University.“ These 
subjects show Mr. Birrell at his best. His 
fine taste, his careful English—careful yet 
easy—his snappy, crisp wit pervades all he 
writes, making his pages such that one turns 
back and rereads them for the pleagure they 
contain.

Nothing 
could be more delicious at times than his 
flitting wit, and his description of the parlia- 
mentary routine of the House of Commons, 
as given by him to a Scotch literary 
must have been side-splitting.

Professor Francis B. Gummere has, in the 
“oh pages of The Beginnings of Poetry 
e 
deavored to say a conclusive word upon his 


subject. He has reviewed the opinions of 


every notable man who has written upon the 
subject, has made his own divisions and defi- 
nitions, and has set before students of Htera- 
ture a book at once scientific in its spirit 
and unpretentious in its tone. To study 
poetry as a social institution has been his 
specific object, and in spite of the endless 
temptation to which he must have 
had, he has kept faithfully to his theme. 
To record, classify, and compare the poetic 
product at its crude outset is not a task 
which every one would have rendered enter- 
taining. Professor Gummere has endeavored 
to catch the poetic expression in the days 
of its “ earlist actual appearance,“ and has, 
therefore, as a logical consequence, devoted 
his attention chiefly to communal poetry, 
as he is pleased to term it-—poetry made by 
the horde, the clan, the people. 

The subject of folksong, of keening, of 
epithalamium, is a large one, and the author 
has endeavored to touch it at many points, 
geographically and ethnologically. He has, 
moreover, been at no little trouble to define 
song and poetry, and has, it would appear, 
come to an intimate agreement with Dek- 
ker, who beHeved that poetrie, like hones- 
tie and olde souldiers, goes upon lame feete 
unlesse there be musicke in her.“ His defini- 
tion of poetry is close and exact, and admits 
nothing in the way of poetical prose or un- 
rhythmical language, however lofty, The 
old liberal classifications are cast aside with 
contempt for their vagueness and for their 
evasions. A hundred definitions are quoted 
and rejected. 

Communal poetry Professor Gummere con- 
siders to be much more capable of giving en- 
joyment, as it was also much more spon- 
taneous than artistic poetry. He says: 
„Primitive man, dependent on nature, could 
never bring forth art, a social product made 
in the teeth of adverse natural conditions, 
Such is the history of art; but what of its 
future? Art, literature, have become a sol- 
itary piece of performance and of reception. 
The lonely modern man, pining for poetic 
satisfaction, has but sad and feeble comfort 
in the poetry of letters. Back to social con- 
ditions, back to the old trinity of song, move- 
ment; and poem; back to the ensemble, the 


| folk-idea, the poetry of the people; let Shaks- 


peare and Beethoven join hands in the art 
that is to be and that must spring as it once 
sprung, from no single artist, but from the 
folk!’ So apostrophises the author, and he 
follows the development of communal so 
from the foolish, single syllabled line o 
lamentation or exultation up to the point 
where the critic sees primitive 
bursting by miracle out of a whole nation into 
an liad, a Nibelungen Lay, a Beowulf.
